66 HREE hundred years ago Ninon 
de Lenclos was just sucha girl 
as New York breeds to-day by 

dozens, fearing neither God nor man,

timid generation, determined to give 
full development and outlet to every 
power and vigor of the spirit. to suck 
from life every drop of rich and varied 
sweetness that it could’ vossibly be 
made to yield.”

Not all her feminine contemporaries 
could have loved Ninon—she must have 
Deen. a too successful competitor in 
what was then woman's only business! 
—but, at the distance of three hundred 
years, women can afford to recognize 
her charm, her virtues (co-existent 
though they were with an absence of 
what ler age called Virtue), her curi- 
ously modern viewpoint. 


INCE we are, in Upton Sinclair's 
famous definition, an essential 
monogamist, far be it from us to 

defend Ninon’s plurality of passions. 
They were not, anyway, what made of 
her a modern girl; that sort of thing 
is as old as the first siren. But Mr. 
Bradford does show that the great 
French charmer had certain character- 
istics and ideas worth emulating by the 
women of 1929, and indeed to be found 
in the best of them. For consider the 
record: 

Ninon de Lenclos believed in @ 
single standard of morality—rad 
lived up to her belief. 

Ninon was no gold-digger. 

y Ninon refused to take men and 
the love of men too seriously. 
' Ninon was ever a loyal friend. 

Ninon knew how to grow old. 

From her youth, Mr. Bradford tells 
us “she early «understood that there can 
tbe only one law of morals for men and 
for women. 
Ninon is that she tried to apply the 
principle from every point of VIE Wis ens 
She always honestly and earnestly in- 
sisted that if women were to have mas-

culine privileges they should also fully 
recognize masculine duties ... that 
they should recognize equally with men 
all the obligations of loyalty, sincerity 
and honor; and she made a conscien- 
tious effort to put this belief into 
practice in her own case.” 

Nor was she the merely sordid mer- 
chant of Venus. “There can be no 
doubt.” according to her latest chron- 
icler, “that Ninon took from her lovers. 

But she never gave her favor for 
money alone. She demanded other 
things with it, and she could. and did 
refuse gifts. even magnificent, when 
the giver did not please her.” 

In an age when the usual feminine 
attitude toward men was far more wor- 
shipful than it is now, Ninon “kKidded” 
her adorers with all the insouciance of 
Miss New York of 1929. ‘“‘Ninon re- 
fused to take love as a serious thing. 
Her vast experience of*the world, and 
especially of men, had taught her—or 
she thought it had—that a man’s pase 
sion was brief, however ardent, anc the 
more ardent, the briefer. You should 
taste it, and savor it, and fling it 
away, and forget it.” 


ET she understood and practiced 

the virtues of friendship. Accord- 

ing to Mr. Bradford, “Ninon, who 
flitted from one lover to another with 
the utmost lightness, never betrayed, 
never deserted, never forgot a friend. 
» . » « When a friend was in trouble 
and wanted money, others might fail 
him, not Ninon. She was not only 
willing, she was usually able, which is 
less common; and her prudent habits 
ensured a stock of funds. 

For the extreme precariousness of 
her mode of life for most women was 
neutralized, in this unique case, by 
shrewd sense. Ninon was sensible not 
merely in money matters; she had the 
supreme sense lacking in many more 
conventional females—the sense to ac- 
cept maturity and old age. “When she 
was getting toward fifty,” Mr. Bradford 
assures us, “she settled herself in a 
modest house, and there she passed her 
remaining years ina noble and cultiva- 
ted leisure. The testimony as to her con- 
duct and her standing during these 
years is too general and tos solia to 
be for a moment disputed. ...

The quantity of milk mixed witn 
cream depends upon individual taste.

And Films $! 


“Nothing New On the Western 
Front,” the book with the title bor- 
rowed from the laconic war-time 
communiques, written by Erich Re- 
marque, has sold 800,000 copies in 
Germany and 20,000 in the Danish 
translation. Translated into English 
it is hailed by the London press as a 
“work of genius,” ‘“‘surpassing the 
limits of nationality,” and with other 
similarly complimentary whoops. It 
made its appearance in Paris the 
other day and the first day's sale 
indicated that its success would be 
as phenomenal here as in the other 
countries. Remarque’s is not the 
only war book to cause a sensation 
in Germany recently. There are sev- 
eral of them. And, of course, there 
have been plenty also in France 
since Barbusse’s “Feu,” if only to 
mention Dorgeles’s “Wooden Crosses” 
and the “Cabaret of the Beautiful 
Lady” of recent date. The curious 
fact is that the subject of war has 
become a la mode after these many 
years. In the years immediately fol- 
lowing the catastrophe nobody 
thought of writing war books. Peo- 
ple talked of unrest and the eco- 
nomic unsettledness of the years 
immediately after the war. Only 
there is no heroism in peace, nothing 
picturesque or to fascinate the mses 
of readers. And so gradually the 
war book came into vogue and the 
war film too, dozens of them. The 
soldier was glorified and the younger 
generation, those who did not pass 
through the experience of 1914-1918, 
just as anxious for thrills and ex- 
citement as the youth of 1912, say, is 
in danger of beginning to look upon 
war as the supreme adventure, a 
virile and “fresh and joyous” affaire, 
as Friedrich Wilhelm called it once.

Some of the best 
sketches were sold at auction the 
other day and fetched high prices. 
The highest price of the sale, 26,000 
francs, was paid for a drawing bear- 
ing the legend: “The chariot of 
State navigates upon a volcano.” 
“This sabre is the greatest day of my 
life,” Prudhomme declared when he 
was made a Captain in the National 
Guard. He continued: “At the head 
of your phalanx, gentlemen, I swear 
to defend our institutions—and if 
necessary to fight against them.”
